for agriculture. “This makes it prac­ 
tically impossible for all of these peo- .

“There is no large* industry that has | 
such a complicated marketing system , I 
or that must 
feed sec many mouths I 
from tile time the article is

for market until it reaches the ulti­ 
m ate consumer. Also, there is prol>- 
ably no other large industry in wliieh ' 
the processing and distributing part of j 
the marketing system so nearly con­ 
trols producers as is the case in agri­ 
culture. For exam ple, who ever heard [ 
of an automobile distributor threaten­ 
ing to start manufacturing automo­ 
biles when the. industry made a 75 or 
80 per cent reduction in its produc­ 
tion or how many new steel factories 
did 
distributors 
of 
steel 
products 
astart up when our great steel indus­ 
try closed down on production?” 
“In agriculture, however, the pic­ 
ture is entirely different, for on every 
hand the farmer is threatened with 
competition from those upon whom la* 
must depend to process and market 
his crops. Also, when price prospects 
are good, hankers stand ready to fi­ 
nance those who want to engage* in 
agriculture, thus making it impossible 
for farmers to control their own in­ 
dustry even were they able to unite 
on a program.” 
“If farmers reduce their acregae 1h- 
eause of overproduction, the handlers 
•of these crops stand ready to finance 
others to grow increasing supplies, so 
that they may maintain their volume 
for business, for it is volume rather 
than price* that determines their pro­ 
fits. In no other large industry does 
such a condition exist. In but very 
few others can a new plant la* estab­ 
lished 
so 
cheaply, 
comparatively 
speaking, as in agriculture.” 
"Because of this peculiar situation, 
therefore, agriculture has a right to 
ask and receive some protection from 
federal and state legislation, 
other­ 
wise it must ever Im* at the mercy of 
those who prey upon it.”

Angel Food Cake 
Angel food or sponge cakes are dis­ 
tinctive type of cake which do not 
have shortening. They have a method 
of mixing, known as the sponge cake 
method, w hich is not used for any 
other type of cake— that of folding 01 
cutting the dry ingredients into the 
I>eaten egg w hites. 
The follow ing recipe and 
method 
of com bining has been found to be 
very successful and dependable by the 
U nited States D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture : 
I cup ca kef lo ur : 1-2 teaspoon salt; 
1-4 cup su g ar; I teaspoon cream of 
ta rta r; 
I cup egg w hites; I teaspoon extract. 
Sift the flour and half the sugar ;

add cream of ta rta r and heat until 
stiff hut not dry. Then add the oth-1 
cr half of sugar and make m aringue. 
Fold in augur and flour m ixture care* j 
fully, add flavoring and fold it in.
